QUILLAUMO FERMI was a sor- 
cerer — but people of 16th century 
Florence did not fear him. On the con- 
trary, they reverenced him, because he 
used his magical arts for their good. 
But there was one person who hated 
him — Baroni, the moneylender. He hated 
him because the old sorcerer coridemned 
-him- for the usurious rates of interest he 
charged — had, in fact, used his sorcery to 
enter Baroni's home and secure evidence 
of his illegal practices. The evidence had 
been handed over to the authorities, who 
had arrested the offender, fining him 
heavily for usury. Guillaumo Fermi was 
lauded on every side for his act — but he 
wasn't satisfied.
